Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Buttman's Butt Freak II 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick Buttman's Butt Freaks II contains a range of images which place a significant 
emphasis on the female buttocks. This emphasis is in turn accentuated by the front cover which 
isolates the buttocks from the female body. The slick has a strong sexual focus that is sustained 
throughout. While the slick acts as promotional material for a video recording containing such 
material and the back cover also presents full-body images of the female models, the sustained 
nature of the depictions is such that the emphasis on buttocks is regarded as strongly degrading 
and demeaning to women as it reduces them to sexual objects. 

For these reasons the Classification Office is of the opinion that the public display of this video 
slick is likely to be injurious to the public good and therefore objectionable if submitted for 
classification pursuant to si 3 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. While 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered, the decision not to approve the slick 
is considered a reasonable limit on the freedom of expression because of the extent to which the 
slick reduces females to specific body parts. 

The video slick Buttman's Butt Freaks II is therefore:
